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RISING COSTS OF SCHOOLS 


A clear-cut explanation of the Menlo Park elementary 
school district’s financial problems and of the peculiar tax 
situation encountered in a non-industrial community was giv- 
en the Atherton Civic Interest League a few nights ago by 
School Superintendent Mel Homfeld. 

The cold facts he submitted should answer the logical ques- 
tion of why school revenue raised within the district becomes 
less and less sufficient as more and more property is added to 
the tax rolls. And incidentally, presentation of those facts 
was another illustration of the value of such organizations as 
the Atherton league as a means of getting information from 
qualified sources. 

Homfeld gave a sobering picture of what the Menlo Park 
school district and its patrons can expect in the future. En- 
rollment has more than doubled since 1943, and there is the 
probability of another 100 per cent increase within the next 
four years. 

Taxes are another story and, as Homfeld put it: “We must 
utilize every available dollar and get a dollar’s worth of ser- 
vice out of it.” 

The district's problem comes from the nature of the com- 
munity . . . residential rather than industrial. Every five or 
seven-room house built in the district means an average in- 
crease in school population, present or potential, of two child- 
ren. About $10,000 in assessed valuation is needed to pay 
for each child’s education, but the increase in valuation lags 
far behind the increase in attendance. 

In an industrial community, an industrial operation can 
be as large a part of the tax base as an entire subdivision 
of homes. An example is the Jordan school district in Utah, 
which long has had national fame as one of the richest school 
districts on the basis of school population. It has a relatively 
small number of pupils and embraces an area of small farms, 
but the world’s largest single producer of copper ore is part of 
its tax base. 

As Homfeld pointed out, the problem of supporting school 
operations is becoming increasingly serious in districts which 
depend as much on residential property as does Menlo Park. 

‘One hope for aid lies in the count of district residential 
units just completed by the seventh and eighth graders of the 
two local schools. The vast upturn of home construction and 
the resultant increase in school population may be the means 
of obtaining state aid from emergency funds.

A fair question would be: Why 
should the city take over the job of 
serving water in Menlo Park? The 
chief reason would be to secure low- 
er water rates. A secondary reason 
is that in the course of time San 
Francisco may not have water le- 
gally available for sale to private 
utilities, and we have noted that 
three-quarters of the company’s 
supply to our area last year was 
purchased from the water depart- 
ment of the City and County of 
San Francisco. 

There are two basic advantages a 
municipality enjoys in the operation 
of a water system over private util- 
ity companies. First is freedom from 
federal, state, county and special 
district taxes. Second is the ability 
to obtain’ money at lower cost than 
private companies. 

Something like 15 cents of each 
dollar paid in water bills represent 
taxes, most: of it federal. A mun- 
icipal system operates without these 
charges, except in certain cases an 
amount in lieu of taxes is paid to 
the city. It might be argued that 
this tax-exemption is merely reflect- 
ed in higher tax rates on the re- 
maining incomes, property, etc. 
While this is true in the larger sense, 
we must remember that about 90 per 
cent of the water system in this 
state is now publicly owned and 
does not pay federal, state and local 
taxes. (An exception is property lo- 
cated in a county other than the 
county is which the owning city is 
located. This property is subject to 
the local property tax as to land and 
as to improvements existing at the 
time of acquisition). Thus, we in 
Menlo Park are paying in our water 
bills federal and state taxes that 
most water users in the state do not 
pay, and county, high school and 
some other taxes that water users in 
Redwood City do not pay. 

Another saving is in.the required 
profit margin. The California public 
utilities commission will allow a rate 
structure which will return the util- 
ity company about six per cent on 
its invested capital. Primarily be- 
cause of the tax-exempt status of 
the interest on municipal bonds, a 
city may borrow its capital for less 
than half of this rate. Menlo Park, 
for instance, on the $99,000 of bonds 
sold td purchase the Dibble Hospital 
property, obtained an interest rate 
of two and three-eighths per cent, 
or about 40 per cent of the allowed 
six per cent return on private util- 
ity capital. 

The Menlo Park water system is 


One Walter W. Cribbins, whose 
letterhead proclaims his business as 
“Advertising, Sales, Public Relations, 
Radio” at 557 Howard street in San 
Francisco, has set city fathers down 
this way to wondering whether they 
may have one-track minds when it 
comes to naming streets. 

Something, Mr. Cribbins says, 
should be done. No reticent person 
when it comes to ideas, he offered 
quite a few to the Menlo Park city 
council last week, along with the in- 
formation he has two apartment 
houses under construction on Oak 
Lane and is having a home for him- 
self built on Maple street. 

“Like many other people I nev- 
er gave the matter of street names 
or avenues a second thought,” he 
wrote the council. “But when I 
tried to give my bankers a des- 
cription of my properties in Men- 
lo Park, I was given a shocking 
surprise. The city maps which 
include San Carlos, Redwood City, 
Atherton, Menlo Park, Palo Alto 
and the Mountain View area show 
13 different kinds of Oak streets, 
Oak avenues, Oak * Lanes, Oak 
Ways and Oak Drives. 

“This leads me to wonder what 
would happen to a man with more 
than one drink aboard if he were 
to tell a taxi driver to take him to 
his home on ‘Oak Something’.” 

Mr. Cribbins allowed it would 
cause “considerable confusion pnd 
no end of hearings if you were to 
try to change this much loved Oak 
name, but it is not too late to do 
something about the name Maple 
street.” He continues: 

“It may have escaped your atten- 
tion, but there are six Maple avenues 
or streets within five minutes of 
each other. Redwood City and Ath- 
erton each has a Maple avenue. 
Atherton also has a Maple Leaf 
Way, Palo Alto has a Maple street 
and Menlo Park has a Maple avenue 
and a Maple street.” 

(Mr. Cribbins errs on one point 
here: What once was Maple avenue 
now is Elder avenue, between Santa 
Cruz and Valparaiso). 

Mr. Cribbins says Maple is a 
nice name, but suggests that 
Maple street be given a new 
handle and that in the future the 
city get away from duplications. 
As an aid to the council, he offers 
a sizable list of suggestions and 
says it would be nice to use some 
names of universities. 

Obviously an exponent of higher 
education, he lists these possibilities 
and the reasons for them: 


“Vassar Way—Floyd Lowe said 


that was a very ladylike name.” 

“Barnard—Another famous col- 
lege for women.” 

“Notre Dame Way—The Notre 
Dame way is a winning way.” 

“Northwestern Way—Northwest- 
ern is a very big university.” 

But Mr. Cribbins is far from one- 
track minded on the subject. He of- 
fers these suggestions, too: 

“Broomfield Way—This would be 
sweeping out an old name.” ’ 

“Meadowbrook Way—A _ sleepy, 


peaceful name for one who likes to 


loaf.” 
“Beaconsfield Way—Lord Beac- 


onsfield is a very honorable name.” 


“Mount Vernon Way—A nice trib- 
ute to Washington.” 


Veterans Guide 


Former prisoners of war in San 
Mateo County are advised by Floyd 
D. Granger, veterans service officer, 
to think twice before they sign a 
contract with any “committee’ or 
“agency” offering, for a fee, to rep- 
resent therh in applying for special 
compensatioa to which they are en- 
titled by federal law. 

Mr. Granger said that-an organ- 
ization with headquarters in the 
east is known to have representa- 
tives in some parts of California who 
offer to assist veterans in collecting 
what is due them under the war 
claims act of 1948, charging 10 per 
cen{ of the amount collected as a 
fee. 

In one county seat, Granger re- 
ported, four veterans who were 
formerly POWs signed such con- 
tracts, only to learn shortly after- 
ward that local facilities exist for 
assisting them, without charge, to 
collect the food allowance that the 
war claims act entitles them to for 
the time they spent as enemy pris- 
oners. This allowance has been fixed 
at $1 a day. 

To date, no federal government 
machinery has been set up even to 
prepare application forms for this 
benefit, Granger reminded interest- 
ed veterans. In the meantime, he in- 
vited ex-POWs to inquire at The 
veterans service office, located at 
the court house, Redwood City for 
information about their rights under 
the war claims act. 


The California Department of 
Veterans Affairs has come to the 
rescue of more than 16,000 veterans 
financing their homes and farms 
through the state to help them meet 
city and county tax bills sharply 
increased by a recent decision of 
the state supreme court. 

Director of Veterans Affairs Law- 
rence C. Stevens announced that 
the state agency will pay the cur- 
rent year’s taxes for these veterans 
if they so request, and then add the 
amount to the deferred principal 
of their contract. 

“For example,” Stevens said, “If 
a veteran is making monthly pay- 
ments of $40 on his home and finds 
himself unable to meet a local tax 
bill of, say, $120, the Department 


will take care of the tax bill and 
then add approximately three 
months to the life of his contract.”

entirely from San Francisco. The 
economics of such a system would 
have to be studied very carefully 
before we acted. Offset against the 
relatively high cost water supply 
would be the concentration of water 


users in a relatively small area. Cap-. 


ital investment would be low per 
customer. Experienced independent 
engineering advice must be obtained 
after a careful factual study of the 
physical layout has been made. 

It would not be proper to foster 
false hopes of a 40 or 50 per cent cut 
in water ratés with a municipally 
owned system. The stumbling block 
is San Francisco’s exorbitant whole- 
sale rates. But I am hopeful that 
our municipally owned system, in 
league with the other large munici- 
pal purchasers on the Peninsula, 
will make a study of costs and a 
proper distribution thereof to show 
San Francisco that a greater rev- 
enue could be obtained by a sub- 
stantial reduction in water rates to 
other municipally owned water 
systems. 

The general price level is still too 
unsettled to justify action on ac- 
quisition of the water system at 
this time, but perhaps within a year 
or two the time will be right.

Taxable property in San Mateo 
county for the current fiscal year, 
assessed at $192,999,746 shows a 54 
per cent increase over the pre- 
war $124,978,000 valuation for 1941-

of trends in taxable valuations in 
California counties. 

The 1948-49 taxable valuation of 
the county includes $64,925,040 in 
land, $115,031,273 in improvements, 
and $29,600,417 in personal property 
and money; deducted from the total, 
there was $16.556,984 in exemptions.
